FINE POINTS ARGUED 
WELL 


Messrs. Beer and Dovvlin Exhaustingly 


Review the 
Money Testimony; 


Think the Government's Claim 


Was Not Proven. 
Text 


in Full. 


The exceptions taken by Messrs, Beer 


& Dowlin, lawyers for John O'Noi], Jr., 
found guilty of murder in the first degree 
on an indictment accusing him of causing 
the death ot Mrs. Hat tie Evelyn McCloud 
at Shelburne Falls, January S, were filed 
with the clerk ot the Franklin county 
courts at Greenfield Saturday night. The 
superior bench, before whom O'Neil was 
tried and convicted, will pass upon the 
exceptions next Friday, when they may 
be allowed to go before the supreme 
bench for argument. The full text of the 
exceptions follows: 


This case was one of clrcumstantin 1 evi- 


dence and upon an indictment for the 
murder ofHattie Evelyn McCloud on the 
Sth day of January, 1S97, and the indict- 
ment may be referred to and made a part 
of these exceptions. Trial was had and 
jury found verdict apainst defendant of 
murder in the first degree. Ir appeared 
in evidence that the deceased was 36 years 
of age, a widow and lived alone Vvith her 
chi'd of the age of nine years, in her own 
house, about three-quarters of a mile 
from the populated part of Buckland, but 
near the highway, a thoroughfare, and 
about 40 feet irorn the home of her 
father, also near said highway, and 
occupied 
by him 
and several adult 


persons; that she left her home be- 
tween 4 and 5 o'clocli p. m. of the Sth 
day of January, 1SS17, and, she not having 
returned, search was made the next clay 
at about 9 o'clock a. m., when her bodv 
was discovered by her futher in the woods 
between said populated part and her home, 
about a quarter of a mile from her home 
nd about 70 feet from the highway, but 
Witliin view of persons traveling thereon, 
and at a place where there was a great 
abundance of dry, loose forest loaves. 


The government claimed as one of the 


main circumstances ugainst the defendant 
that the deceased had, at the time oi the 
homicide, in her possession and upon her 
person 515 S3, consisting of a §10 bill, a £5 
bill and the rest in small change, and that 
the defendant, about two hours after the 
time when the deceased was supposed to 
have lost her life, had in his possession a 
§10 bill, a jo bill and either two quarters 
or a 50-cent piece in silver and exhibited 
the same in a public manner, and that the 
defendant, in a saloon in said populated 
part of Buckland, about three hours be- 
fore said time when she was supposed to 
have lost her life, and just prior to his 
going to his home, stated that he was then 
without money, but the government did 
not claim to be aole to prove nor did it 
appear in evideuca that the defendant 
had no more than baid £15,50 in his posses- 
sion at the said time alter her death as 
aforesaid, nor did tut government claim 
to be able to prove, nor did it appear in 
evidence that there weio any peculiar or 
distinguishing marks or other features of 
identification, aside from their denomina- 
tion, upon the faaid moneys to show that 
the money which deceased V.MS claimed to 
have at the time of her death was the 
same money the defendant had as above 
stated; prid, in order to provo the said 
mam circumstance, tlic government of- 
fered and was allowed by the court, 
against the objections and exception? of 
the defendant, to give testimony of the 
following facts, namely:— 


'•That the deceased, on the 7th day of 


January, 1S97, the day before she was 
supposed to have lost her life, obtained a 
check from her father for j'SO.CO, that on 
the same day she visited the store of one 
Amsden and there cashed said check, and, 
from tne avails of which said Amsden 
deducted $16.52 to pay her indebtedness 
to him and delivered over the balance of 
said check to her in 
(using his own 


language) "I should say, a ten, two fives, 
arid the rest in small bills;" that, on the 
same 7th day ot January,;deeeased made 
purchases and paid one othej person 
from a $5 bill, f 118, another person, J1.50, 
and one other person 10 cents. 


But it was not claimed by the govern- 


ment nor did it appear in evidence that 
the deceased had no other money than 
taid balance of check at the time of re- 
ceiving the same balance; nor was it 
claimed that the government could prove 
the whereabouts, the movements, actions 
and lack of opportunities of deceased to 
dispose of said balance of check and any 
other money sho may have had at the 
time of receiving same balance, or the 
lack of opportunity of some person or 
persons other than the defendant had to 
obtain such balance of check from the 
deceased during the period between "the 
time of her receiving from said Amsden 
said balance of check and the time of the 
finding of her body; and it appeared 
in 
evidence that the deceased tad

death, to have disposed of the same in 
other ways and manners than known or 
testified to by witnesses produced; as it 
appeared in evidence that the deceased 
was not seen by any witness produced 
after 5 o'clock p. m. on said 7th day of 
January, except at three periods and each 
of the shortest duration of time, till she 
again appeared in the populated parts of 
Buekland and bhelburno Falls at about 5 
p. m. of the following day, when and 
where, at different stores-, she made two 
smrll pmchases, one for 15 cents and the 
other for six cents, and p^:-.? a former ac- 


count of 20 cents; that at the time of mak- 
ing said purchase costing 15 cents she did 
not pay for tUe same, but it was charged 
against her, and it appeared she also paid 
one other person 81.20, and at the time of 
making said two purchases and paymeotsi 
or at any other time during the Stb day 
of January, no mote money was seen by 
the witness produced in the possession of 
the deceased than what she then paid; 
that her movement and actions between 
said stores, where gsaid transactions were 
had by her, to the time of her death were 
not accounted for, except at the shortest 
period of time at about five minutes past 
6 p. m. of said Sth day, when she was on 
one of the main business streets ol said 
Bucklaud; it also appearing in evidence 
that there was at the same time, numer- 
ous stores and places of business, a na - 
tional bank, a poet office and express 
office in said Buckland and Shelburne 
Falls near to and other than where de- 
ceased was seen by witness produced, 
both on said 7th and Sth days of January, 
to transact sa!3 matters of business, but 
it was not claimed by the government to 
be able to prove and there was no evi- 
dence to show that said deceased did not 
pay or otherwise dispose of the Baid 
balance of check at or by means of the 
said bank, post office, 
express 
office, 


stores, etc. 


"Anu it also appeared in evidence that 


there were in the same parts of said Buck- 
land and Shelburne Falls, the Fitchburg 
railroad and the New Haven and Hart- 
ford railroad depots where numerous 
trains,at frequent intervals during the day 
and night, stopped for passengers, and an 
electric railroad also in operation, as well 
as numerous livery stables, but, aside 
from the claim of the government that 
the deceased • was seen on her way to 
Northampton on said Sth of January, the 
prosecution did not claim to be able to 
prove, nor did in appear in evidence, tha* 
the deceased did not go or lacked the op- 
portunity to go to any of the various cities, 
towns and places within reach, by such 
railway and 
other means, and there 


dispose 
of 
said 
balance 
of 


check after receiving the same from said 
Atnsden to the time of her death. 


It alsoappearcd in evidence that, before 


any search was made for any money 
which the deceased may have had upon 
or near her at the time of her death, the 
said father, soon after the discovery of the 
body, and not suspecting any violence 
committed upon her, gathered (or in his 
own language), "grabbed the small bun- 
dles, a hand-bag and a book," which lay 
near the body, "ran to the house to tell 
my daughter, pitched the han'1-bag and 
the bundles on to the piazza floor," did 
hot examine the contents of the hand-bag 
or other articles, and left them lying upon 
b«M pin?z'i floor of his house, where they 
reirained for au indefinite length of time, 
unguarded and nnwatched and exposed to 
view of passers-by; afterward the said 
hand-bag (it did not appear as to the said 
other articles) was removed without 
examination to a part of the house 
where many persons had access to, 
but all ot which were not witnesses; and 
it further appeared that the contents of 
said hand-bag were not examined by any 
witness testifying, nor in his presence, for 
nearly three hours after being left upon 
the said piazza, as stated, and at such ex- 
amination of contents there was found a 
purse containing eight cents in money; 
nor did the prosecution claim to be able 
to prove, nor did it appear that money 
was sought for at or near the place where 
the body was found, or between there and 
the said father's house, over which he 
had carried said bag, etc., nor that the, 
said bundles wre searched for money 
therein; and it also appeared that imme- 
diately after the announcement of said 
discovery of body, a very great concourse • 
of people appeared around and near said 
body, greatly disturbing the said leaves 
there, and many of sriid people were not 
produced as witnesses, and it was not 
made to appear whether 
they found 


money there or not. 


It also appeared in evidence that, before 


any search was made for money at the 
said home of the deceased, it wos left in 
the sole charge of her said child on said 
Sth day of January, and whether or not 
the child remained in the said house till 
about 6.30 p. m. did not appear; that after 
6.30 o'clock of the same night the houso was 
loft alone until the 10th of said January, 
and many other ti mes thereafter,when per- 
sons other than the witness testifying as to 
the fact involved, commenced to make cer- 
tain desultory searches for money therein, 
during an indefinite period of time, and 
the saidwitnebs testifying was asked by 
the prosecution to declare the result of 
such searches, to which question the de- 
fendant objected, and, the same question 
being allowed by the court, the defendant 
also excepted thereto. 


And the defendant, feeling aggrieved by 


said rulings, exeepts thereto, and prays 
that his exceptions may be allowed.

WILL IT BE CROKER? 


Is Likely to Be Tam- 
many's Mayoralty 


Candidate. 


New York, Sept. 7—Richard Crokerwaa 


a passenger on the American line steamer 
New York which arrived at her dock early 
this morning. Mr. Croker's fellow pas- 
sengers have come to the conclusion that 
he is to bo the Tammany Hall candidate 
for mayor of Greater New York. During 
the voyage many efforts were made to 
draw Mr. Croker out on this subject, but 
not only to newspaper sorrespondents but 
to his most intimate friends on board did 
he decline to state his purpose. 


The understanding among Mr. Croker's 


friends, however, is that he is 
very 


strongly inclined to permit the use of his 
name as a candidate for mayor, though 
he is naturally unwilling an announce- 
ment should be made to this effect before 
he has had an opportunity to confer with 
Ms lieutenants. 


"I have not the slightest doubt that 


Tammany Hall will carry the greater city 
l.y 50,000 votes and upwards," said Mr. 
Croker to the correspondent of the Asso- 
ciated Press. "New York never had one 
reform administration after another. One 
such government appears to be all the 
people can stand in one decade. The 
j resent so-called reform administration 


has been chiefly nottd for its increase of 
the tax rate, accompanied by higher ap- 
praisement. If there has been any cor- 
responding improvement In the quality of 
government, the people have not discov- 
ered it." 


"Then you think the people are again 


ready to entrust the the reins of govern- 
ment to Tammany Hall? " 


"Yes. And why should they not be? 


Tammany Hall has alwas kept the taxes 
down. It managed the government hon- 
estly and economically. That was because 
Tammany is a practical, not a theoretical 
body. 
We are workers not dreamers, 


Tammany believes, and I believe, in the 
widest personal liberty for the people 
that is consistent with good order and 
good government."

II IE BUSINESS SITUATION. 


Better times are here. They have been 


a long time on the road, but the hopeful 
prophet now has his reward in a fulfilled 
prophecy. Not even Populists and ca- 
lamity howlers refuse longer to see the 
signs of better business. It is admitted by 
nil thai the business situation is very sat- 
isfactory. Dun's financial review of the 
week past says that August was the first 
month in which the da'ly average of set- 
tlements through clearing houses ex- 
ceeded materially that of the correspond- 
ing month of 1S92, the excess at the prin- 
cipal cities being 12.3 per cent. Nor is 
thin due, as might be supposed, to activ- 
ity in stock speculation, for the stock ex- 
change clearing house now disposes of a 
very large share of transactions, so that 
they elfect bank exchanges far less than 
five years ago. The volume of business 
here has been distinctly larger in other 
than speculative lines than it was then, 
and in textile goods phenomenally largo 
though slackening this week, buyers hav- 
ing nearly completed their initial pur- 
chases. 
With an extraordinary move- 


ment in grain, heavy real estate and build- 
ing transactions, and increased business 
in iron products, the month was clearly 
the busiest August ever known, 


Wheat continued its reaction until it 


bad fallen 4 cents more, but then roae 3 
cents with the first revival of foreign buy- 
ing. Western receipts are very largo 
though not quite as large as a year ago, 
but Atlantic exports, flour included, rose 
to 5,534,753 bushels for the week against 
2,173,45:: last year. The estimates which 
commandconndsrico still indicate ayiald 
of 553,0<X>,000 to 550,000,000 bushels, winter 
wheat turning out so much beyond ex- 
pectations as to balance much of the loss 
in spring wheat. Foreign accounts do 
not improve, and unless much more de- 
ceptive than usual, the demand for Amer- 
ican wheat will far exceed the quantity 
which can be spared. Continued large ex- 
ports of corn, aud buying for export,show 
still more clearly the extent of deficiencies 
abroad. 


The improvement in the iron and stsel 


industry gains momentum, and a further 
advance in prices makes 4.5 per cent, 
from the lowest average August 12. The 
demand increases for sheets and plates, 
especially for bridge and ship building, 
including 10,000 tons at Philadelphia, in 
structural work of of which it is said that 
20,000 tons h»ve been placed at Chicago, 
in bars, and especiall in wire and wire 
nails, and all advanced an average of $1 
per ton. Boot and shoe shipments, not 
quite 5 per cent, smaller than last year 
year August nor 4 per cent, smaller than 
in 1S95, were 7} per cent, smaller than in 
1894, but were a little larger than in 1S92. 
Buying is still mostly for immediate 
needs, but it is sufficient to keep works 
well employed. Sole leather has ad- 
vanced again making quotations average 
7-8 per cent, higher than June 2, while 
hides have also risen, in all 20.7 per cent. 
since May 1. 
- Failures in August wore in number 
17 per cent, less than in August, 1S9G, but 
in amount of liabilities 70.8 per cent* 
smaller. July and August show a lower 
average of liabilities per failure than has 
ever been known in any year for a quarter 
of a century. 


The J'ull report of failures by branches 


of business* for four weeks ending August 
26 is given this week. Failures for the 
past week have been 191 in the United 
States, against 331 last year, and 25 against 
31 in Canada.

Mr. Sullivan's last illness was of short 


duration. Ten days ago he was attacked 
with neuralgia, which was BOOH followed 
by a brain trouble. This was a serious 
complication, and when there was added 
an attack of acute Blight's disease, the 
condition baffled his physicians and his 
decline was rapid.

Ripe Tomatoes for Christmas. 


Before frosts come pick all sound,

Spread out in a single 
layer on trays or in shallow boxes, 
and-place in partial light in a cellar. 
To.hasten ripening they may occasion- 
ally be exposed to the sun 
half an 


hour at the time. Once a week ex- 
amine and pick out the red ones and 
those, that may decay. This may bs 
done easily as the transparency of the 
paper does not necessitate unwrapping. 
Thus a constant supply of plump, pal- 
atable and beautiful tomatoes may be 
ha.d, till Christmas usually, with but 
trifling expense and trouble.—Ameri- 
can Agriculturist.

CHEWING GUM. 


Thirteen Z'diles a Day is About tho Amount 


of Aint;i ica's Average. 


The largest chewing gum factory in 


the world is in Cleveland, Oh! >. Only 
a few years ago its owner was a poor 
man, making his gum in the basement 
of an old building, offering in vain his 
whole business far $100, and with his 
wife his sole assistant. 
Now his 300 


employes make profits for a million- 
aire. 


The very air around the factory is 


pregnant with the composite fragrance 
of the essences used in flavoring. En- 
tering by the packing room, the white 
walls, the fine drift of sugar lying 
everywhere, and the white-capped girls 
folding tho crisp papers with the deft 
rapidity ot machines, give a first im- 
pression of odorous whiteness. 


The gum making begins in Mexico, 


its formation being chicle gum, the 
chocolate-colored exudence of the nase- 
berry tree. The natives gather, pack 
it in barrels and send it north. At 
the factory it is picked over and crush- 
ed, then placed in large kettles, to- 
gether with sugar and flavoring ex- 
tracts. While cooking the revolving 
cylinder within the kettle keeps the 
mass constantly stirred. When cooled 
it is carried to a tahlo, where a group 
of girls knead the glngcr-breacl-look- 
ing stuff, mixing in sugar until it at- 
tains the needed dryness. Transferred 
to another table it la rolled out to thick 
square cakes, worked as a cook would 
pastry, but-with sugar taking the place 
of flour. These cakes are then passed 
hack and forth under a steam roller 
until each is in thin strips about eight- 
een inchra wide and a yard long. A 
grooved roller, cuts it into 
syuares, 


wliic.li are laid on a tray and left for 
twenty-four hours. 
Aiflcr the day's 


drying, another grooved roller marks 
it into the shape in which it is sold, 
when it is broken' and sent in boxes 
to the packing room. 
Here ii 
is 


wrapped ia paper, packed in dainty 
boxes, then sent to the inspecting- 
room, where each box is opened, ex- 
amined and passed. All through the 
process may be noted the same accu- 
rate care and economy. Some girls in 
the inspecting department are kept 
busy lightly scraping unevenly shaved 
pieces. Every broken scrap is saved 
and returned to the melting kettle. 


The factory is complete In itself and 


has many departments. The top floor 
is given up to the manufacture of pasto 
board boxes for the gum. The base- 
in e'nt is a light, airy printing office, 
where many hands are busy with the 
labels and advertising matter. A rail- 
way switch loads and unloads every- 
thing/at the door. Six brands of gum 
are made in the building. 
Of one 


brand alone—the Yucatan—the book- 
keeper told me 50,800 miles had been 
sold in ten years, that in each day of 
the last ten years thirteen and a half 
miles had been the average sales.— 
Pleasant E. Todd. 


The Science of Saying: '*No.'f 


There are several different ways of 


saying "No," though It can never have 
but one meaning. The mother of the 
late Mr. Allen Thorndike Rice, long 
the well known editor of the North 
American Review, found occasion for 
a series of vocal lessons on that word, 
in his early life, for which he was al- 
ways grateful.

platlorm were Rev. Dr George W. Brown. 
Dr. John Bascom of WilHamstown, Eev. 
W. L. Tenney, Rev. Francis T. Brown, 
Senator George P. Lawrence, Mayor 
Houghton aud 
Commander Henry A. 


Tower. 


Eev. Dr. Gteorge W, Brown said, in 


opening the exercises, that there are some 
men wh»se memory we would not will- 
ingly let die. The one we honcr tonight 
has past beyond our need of praise. The 
empty seat IB which I saw him ao often is 
draped tonight aad is typical of our 
aggrieved sensa of mourning that I, as a 
pastor of tkis church, voice lor the whole 
membership. I leave to others hie social, 
business and political life, and only as a 
pastor I d«siro to approach and lay my 
grief upon his bier. He was a man we 
learned to respect in the church as wise 
of judgment, sound and solid, and we 
learned to-wait-on him for the final word, 
not hastily'givsn, but when given was 
the summing np'and what we had been 
waiting.upon. Tb.er.e have been dark 
days-ic the*history of fills church, but no 
one -stood firmer thaivAshley B. Wright. 
He was'treasurer ol the church for yearsi 
and was not only. faUhful in the dis- 
charge of office, but fertile in invent- 
ing ways and means. 
It was with 


reluctance that we Iftt him-go when he 
was called to a high office at the nation's 
capital. We remember.his kina words, 
helpful hints and valuable suggestions 
"That best-portion of a good man's life, 
his little nameless, unremembered acts of 
kindness and of love.3' We do not re- 
member him as a nominal office holder. 
He was most loyal to his church and car- 
ried its interests in his heart. He did not 
allow distance to excuse him for lack of 
loyalty. His frequent letters and at time8 


checks, proved his corstant thought for 
our welfare. I feel that this pulpit has 
lo.°t one of its props and I have said,"who 
will take his place?" His memory is left 
ua. 


"Bo when a-good man dies, 


For years beyond our ken 


The light he-leaves behind him lies 


Upon the hearts of men." 


Mr. Houghton was introduced and said: 
We meet tonight, fellow citizens and 


friends, to discharge not only an obliga- 
tion of friendship but also a public duty, 
in the testimony we here bear to the life 
and services and character of Ashley B. 
Wrierht. In the struggle of mankind from 
low beginnings and brutal instincts, one 
of the most formidable obstacles has been 
the false estimate that men have alwaj's 
entertained as to what constitutes success 
i a life. So perverting and misleading has 
been this fsls9 estimate that it has passed 
into an adage, that no man can be judged 
until hois dead. It is in this clearer at- 
mosphfire of a-life finished to earthly uses,. 
thai we meet tonight to recall the ties 
and memories that still bind us to the 
friend and companion who has passed be- 
yond our mortal sight, 
And I am glad that I can bring to this 


occasion something of-tho end'orsmnent of 
public station. It is beyond my ordinary'^ 
feelings of gladness that I can appear, 
faere as tba representative of the com- 
munity in which the active years of- ou-r.; 
^friend were passed and with which he>- 
was prominently idetitifled as the> ens- 
to'daan of itt* public trusts. It. was..per— 
•-mitted me, probably beyond the fortune 
|of roost others, to enjoy for many,years 
the intimacy of his friendship and conii- 
denoe. From the time that be was town 
olark of Adams to the time he died'in 
offlca as congressman 
of the United 


States, it is, I think, proper for ino to say 
"that I had his confidence and contributed 
in an humble way and to the extont of icy 
'ability to hi'* continuous rise in public 
position, which I thought,and-still think, 
was no more the reward of personaltbau it 
"was tor the furtherance oi'the public good. 
AB town clerk, as selectman of NorthjAd- 
raffls, as oounljy commissioner of Berk-; 
'shira. as member of the councilvof'Ma£-« 
tmcuttsetie, and as representative .in .con-* 
grass thsre was.always evident the -same 
faithfulness and fidelity that distinguished?
